Saigon airlift stepped up

U.S. Air Force planes flew thousands 
of American and Vietnamese evacuees 
from Saigon to Guam today in an 
accelerated airlift that reduced the 
number of U.S. 
citizens 
in South 
Vietnam toward the 500 mark 
The 
reported 
m ovem ent 
of 
Communist antiaircraft missiles toward 
Saigon heightened the atmosphere of 
urgency surrounding the airlifts. 
More than 2,000 Vietnamese refugees 
and about 100 Americans arrived at 
Andersen Air Force Base on the Pacific 
island of Guam, a U.S. territory, in a 24- 
hour period ending this morning. 
Military and civilian transport planes 
droned in almost hourly, bringing 75 to 
200 evacuees at a clip The ratio of 
Vietnamese to Americans aboard the 
flights was running about 20 to 1. 
A U.S. embassy source in South 
Vietnam said the number of “official” 
Americans in the country would be down 


to “around 500” within 24 hours 
The source said in Saigon it was 
impossible to determip* ¿he exact 
number of Americans remaining in the 
country at any given time because 
sizeable groups were arriving each day 
These consist mainly of American 
citizens, many of these naturalized 
Vietnamese, returning to try to help 
relatives, friends, fiancees and others 
out of the country 
Some are civilian contractors who 
previously worked in Vietnam and have 
come back from as far away as Alaska, 
Saudi Arabia and Zaire to pick up 
waiting wives or marry girl friends they 
left behind 
Despite the airlift, a backlog of around 
1,000 persons still remained in the main 
Saigon staging area for the emergency 
evacuation operation, an area dubbed 
“Pentagon East.” 
Guam 
Gov. 
Ricardo 
Bordallo 
predicted 
as 
many 
as 
130,000 


Vietnamese refugees could be brought 
to Andersen Air base in the next few 
weeks. 
The 68,000 citizens on the tiny Pacific 
island promptly began hoarding food. 
Many expressed fears the refugees 
would bring diseases. 
The evacuation effort also faced a new 
danger. 
Pentagon 
sources 
said 
intelligence 
reports 
indicated 
Communist forces were moving surface- 
to-air missiles to within range of Saigon. 
The Soviet-made SAM missiles could 
close Saigon's Tan Son Nhut Air Base 
—and the airlift —if Communist antiair­ 
craft teams get to within 20 miles of the 
capital 
The airlift was first directed to Clark 
Air Force Base in the Philippines. 
But after 4,000 evacuees arrived 
Tuesday —bringing the total number at 
Clark 
to 7,000 —the 
flights were 
switched to Guam, a tiny U.S. territory. 
The official reason for the switch was 


the overcrowding of facilities at Clark.

In Washington, Rep Thomas Morgan, 
D-Pa , 
chairman 
of

House 
International Relations Committee, told 
Congress 866 U.S. officials and 59 of 
their dependents were still in Saigon 
Wednesday. 
In addition, he said, there were 457 
American 
contractors 
with 
167 
dependents and 331 other U.S. citizens, 
including newsmen and missionaries. 
U.S. congressional sources estimated 
there were 6,000 Americans in Vietnam 
before the stepped-up airlift began 
almost two weeks ago 
For the Vietnamese refugees, it was 
the beginning of an uncertain life 
complicated by a new language and 
strange food. Many had no idea where 
they would eventually settle.

House passes $327 million aid bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In a session 
that did not end until nearly 3 a m , the 
House voted today to authorize $327 
million in humanitarian and evacuation 
aid 
for 
South 
Vietnam 
and 
give 
President Ford great latitude to use 
American troops in any evacuation 
efforts. 
The House measure, approved on a 
230-187 vote after nearly 15 hours of 
continuous debate, corresponds with a 
Senate version authorizing $250 million 
for the two programs. The Senate bill, 
which 
also gives Ford 
evacuation 
powers, was approved Wednesday 75-17. 
Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., expressed 
confidence today that House and Senate 
conferees will “very quickly” reconcile 
their separate bills. 
“1 believe we will be able to reconcile 
the views of the House and Senate 
perhaps as early as today. I think we can 
do it very quickly,” Javits, a member of 
the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee, told a news conference. 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield told newsmen at the start of 
today’s floor session that once a House- 


Senate agreement is achieved 
the 
Senate would be prepared to act 
immediately, 
possibly 
before 
the 
weekend. 
The 
bills 
approved 
so 
far only 
authorize spending the money but do not 
provide the money itself. Even after 
both houses reach agreement they will 
have to pass another bill appropriating 
the funds.

Committee scheduled a meeting today 
to discuss the House-Senate conference. 
The Senate measure would authorize 
$100 million for evacuation and $150 
million for refugee relief. Carefully 
drawn terms would permit U.S. troops 
to evacuate Americans and the South 
Vietnamese who accompany them, but 
only until the last of the Americans is 
rescued. 
The House bill would permit $77 
million for evacuation and $300 million 
for 
humanitarian 
aid. 
The 
only 
restriction on evacuation procedures is 
a 
requirement 
that 
the 
minimum 
number of troops and the degree of force 
be used. It would rescind five laws 
which cut off funds if U.S. troops are re­ 
introduced in Indochina. 
Rep. Don Reigle, D-Mich., repeatedly 
denounced the authority in the measure 
as “honestly, a blank check” which 
could involve the United States in a new 
military operation. Rep. Thomas E. 
Morgan responded that the authority to 
use U.S. troops was essential in a large- 
scale evacuation. Morgan’s side had the 
votes, 262-151.

Brown noted what he called “the 
brooding omnipresence of uncertainty 
that hangs over this program"—the 
confusing and conflicting reports by 
automobile engineers and clean air 
researchers over just what good, and 
what harm, the device would do, and at 
what cost. 
Supporters said the devices would 
substantially reduce smog OpponenLs 
pointed out that they increased fuel con­ 
sumption and argued that the devices 
ruined car engines, made autos run 
badly, cost far more in maintenance 
than the legal $35 limit, made only a 
miniscule dent in air pollution and in 
some instances might actually increase 
pollution. 


(It is still mandatory to install the 
device on all 1966-70 cars in the state 
when ownership is changed ) 
Brown, appearing at yet another of the 
hundreds of public hearings into the pro­

PTA ends look at 
all-year school 


The Buena Vista PTA last night ended 
its controversial study of the all-year 
school concept. 
By a vote of 42-36 the PTA members 
voted 
to 
dissolve 
a 
12-member 
committee that had studied the all-year 
program since January, to consign all 
reference materials and reports on the 
all-year program to the school’s PTA 
archives, and to prohibit any further 
official study of the all-year concept 
unless approved by a majority of the 
membership. 


The vote was a crushing defeat for 
PTA President Judy Goard and a 
victory for those forces that had opposed 
the all-year concept from the inception 
of the committee’s work 


Ms. Goard today said, “1 think the 
people are not so much against the all- 
year school program at this time, but 
they’re tired of all the bickering.” 
The plurality of the victory for 
dissolution of the committee, 
was 
similar to the margin of the vote in a 
recent election that defeated Ms. Goard 
in a bid for re-election and elevated 
Charles Zink to the presidency. Zink will 
take over after a PTA meeting on May 5. 


Despite the defeat of those who sought 
to promote a feasibility study of the all- 
year school concept, one observer said, 
“There is interest in the all-year school 
and it will surface again.” The observer 
asked to remain anonymous. 


Some interest in the all-year school 
has been expressed in the La Mesa and 
Clarence Ruth School areas.

The final nail in the program’s coffin 
appeared to come Tuesday when the 
state Air Resources Board made public

Orange 
and Santa Barbara 


As its provisions finally went into 
effect on a timetable covering a new 
group of car owners each month, public 
protests mounted. A repeal bill passed 
the state Senate It appeared headed for 
defeat in the Assembly until Southern 
California 
assemblymen 
said 
the 
outpouring of protests from constituents 
had reached such proportions that they 
could not politically afford to ignore 
them The repeal passed on the second 
vote and was sent to Brown 


The pressure swung to him Brown 
said Wednesday that 12,000 of the 14.000 
letters his office received, along with a 
flood of telephone calls, urged him to 
sign the repeal He noted that a poll 
showed 
72 
per 
cent 
of 
Southern 
Californians opposed the project. 


Brown said that “grandiose plans” by 
government must be “tempered with 
the human touch and common sense.” 
Technicians could not agree whether the 
devices would make any significant 
impact on smog—opponents said it 
would 
be 
less 
than 
2 
per 
cent 
statewide—or harm auto engines, he 
noted, but even more important was 
whether “in a free society, are the 
people going to come to conclusions that 
are going to chart the direction where 
we are going to go. I think this is a case 
of the people learning much sooner than 
the experts where we ought to be 
going,” Brown said 


It appeared certain that Brown would 
sign the repeal bill when Tom Quinn, 
head of the Air Resources Board, 
modified his previous strong support for 
the program 
Quinn, Brown’s chief 
environmental 
adviser, 
campaign 
manager and close associate for more 
than five years, had lobbied for the 
program until its final days m the face of 
mounting public resistance. 


Following the survey showing at least 
half the devices already installed were 
either working poorly or not at all, 
Quinn said he would recommend the 
program be dropped if it could not be 
properly controlled Quinn said he still 
believed the devices were effective, but 
the requirement might be too difficult to 
police

Child abuse—it happens in Lompoc

(Editor’s note: This is the first of a two-part series.) 


It may be the case of a two-year-old boy allowed to play in 
his own feces. It may be the case of a 14-year-old girl who 
has been sexually abused by her father. Or it may be the 
case of a three-month-old baby who has been severely 
beaten. 
Each comes under the authority of the police and the 
county welfare department. Such cases do occur in Lompoc. 
According to Bob Winters, a child protective officer for 
the Lompoc office of the Santa Barbara County Welfare 
Department, they see roughly 12 physical abuse cases from 
the Lompoc and Santa Ynez Valleys each year. In addition, 
there are about 70 neglect cases each year. 
The National Center on Child Abuse and Neglect defines 
child abuse and neglect as: 
“Physical or mental injury, sexual abuse, negligent 
treatment, or maltreatment of a child under the age of 18 by 
a person who is responsible for the child’s welfare such that 
the child’s health or welfare is threatened by such 
treatment.” 
Winters describes negligent treatment, or neglect, as 
when a child is allowed to play in a dangerous situation or is 


left alone for extended periods of time. But he went on to 
point out the difficulty in determining numbers of cases. 
“How serious does a case have to be before it qualifies as 
neglect?” he asked rhetorically. “We have many examples 
of parents who discipline their children with, say, a belt and 
it leaves marks. If you want to call that abuse, you can. 
Some people would not. There are people who leave children 
alone at home in the afternoon till they get home from work. 
Say the children are 10. Is that neglect?” 


Certain professionals, like doctors, social workers and 
teachers, are required by law to report instances of child 
abuse or neglect to the police. Recent California legislation 
made changes in the reporting law. Professionals, who have 
not been required to report sexual abuse or abuse of 
children over 12 years of age, are now required to report 
abuse or neglect for children up to 18 years old and any 
instance of sexual abuse. 
When the police receive a report of child abuse, or if they 
have reason to believe that a child is being abused, they can 
enter a home without a warrant, according to Sgt. Billy 
Zeigler, juvenile officer for the Lompoc Police Department. 
Section 600 of the California Welfare and Institutions Code 
states that anyone under 21 years of age who is without a 
guardian, who is abused or neglected by that guardian or 


who is himself dangerous comes within the custody of the 
court. Therefore, no search warrant is necessary, according 
to Zeigler. 
However, if there is any doubt, Lompoc police may now 
acquire a search warrant by phone, making this process 
much quicker. 


The police role in child abuse cases is a very important 
one, according to Zeigler, because police can exercise 
authority that welfare officials can’t. 
Not only can a policeman enter a home without a warrant, 
if he feels a child is endangered, but he can also seize 
parents involved in child abuse without a warrant. Under 
section 273 of the California Penal Code such parents are 
guilty of a felony. 
Upon taking a child from the home, Zeigler said he takes 
that child to the hospital where he has a doctor examine him 
or her. If abuse is determined, the hospital turns the child 
over to Zeigler, who then takes him to the local shelter care 
home. 
“Some doctors will cover up abuse because they don’t 
want to get involved,” said Zeigler. “But I don’t know of any 
in this area. Dr. Hamer of the hospital emergency 
service, will call us immediately. He is very cooperative 
He really cares.” 


At the shelter care home, police authority ends. Lompoc s 
shelter care home is the home of a local pastor and his 
family. They are under contract with the Lompoc welfare 
office to provide temporary sanctuary for the children 
In almost three years of operation, the Lompoc shelter 
care home has housed between 175 and 200 children. 
Children do not stay in the home over two weeks, according 
to one woman who helps in the home, because it offers only 
a temporary solution and doesn’t provide the child with the 
stability he needs. 
According to Winters, it provides an alternative to 
Juvenile Hall in Santa Barbara, where children who have 
been abused or neglected would be housed with children who 
have committed some type of crime Also, the shelter care 
home is just that — a home Juvenile Hall is an institution 
Children have been brought to the shelter home when 
their parents are sick and unable to care for them, when 
they have been neglected and have lice crawling in their 
hair or when they have been abused. 
The pastor’s wife cited one instance of a four-month-old 
baby who had been severely abused After a short while in 
the shelter home, the infant was returned to its family A 
year later the child was again abused and returned to the 
shelter home Today that child is living in a fostei home.

The County Planning Commission voted 
unanimously

Assemblyman Gary K Hart that there are felt 
to be serious objections to the Warren Bill. AB 
15, which would give the state greater powers in 
current moves to preserve prime agricultural 
land in the state from development 
Although the vote was 8-0 favoring a letter 
based on sentiment expressed at a previous 
meeting, at least four of the commissioners 
made it clear they would write individually to 
Hart that they feel there is not sufficient 
protection given to farm lands within the 
county, 
despite wide implementation of the 
Williamson Act allowing voluntary setting up of 
agricultural preserves. 
There was some heated discussion on the 
topic 
with 
Commissioner 
Robert 
Lilley. 
Lompoc realtor, 
taking the lead part in 
defending a letter with Planning Director Britt 
Johnson's signature. 
Johnson 
— 
in 
submitting a 
letter 
for 
commission approval in response to Hart's 
request for comments on provisions of the bill 
— said he felt the commission found (1 1 the 
impact of such a measure on county revenues 
“ would be economic disaster, and (2) county 
water 
problems 
would 
become 
more 
complicated than they are. 
The letter which some commissioners felt 
was “ much too negative," also said commission 
feeling was that the law seemed to be taking a 
"big brother is watching you" approach 
Lilley said he felt he had “ given evidence” of 
the threat of “ economic disaster" by informing 
the commission the proposed new program 
would be left to the counties to fund, while 
imposing a “ bureaucratic structure" on the 
Williamson Act, which is working well. 
North county commissioners Lilley, and 
Darwin Sainz, of Los Alamos, both said they had 
sounded out farmers in their areas and found 
them strongly against the bill. 
Sainz claimed the measure “ would even try 
to tell farmers how deep to plow " Lilley felt it 
was a step along the road to collectivism as 
practiced in Russia. 
Commissioner Charis Bratt, of Goleta Valley, 


said a perusal of the record of the previous 
session showed that Lilley had seemed to 
dominate it with his views — along with those of 
other north county members, except for Mrs. 
Thomas Nielsen, of Solvang 
Mrs. Nielsen and Commissioner Bendy White, 
of Montecito, said they felt the letter didn’t tell 
the story of what is happening to agricultural 
land in the county. 
The Planning Commission by split votes in the 
past has allowed subdivisions on prime county 
land, it was alleged, and the threat of extensive 
further development of agricultural land — 
particularly in Santa Ynez Valley — for 
ranchette sites is real, they claimed 
Mrs. Robert Looker, commission member 
from Summerland, said she felt commissioners 
who didn't agree the letter represented views of 
the commission as a whole were free to write 
Hart individually 
"We have not protected prime land and that is 
the reason the state is coming down on us,” said 
Mrs. Bratt. 
Mrs. Nielsen said she felt the proposed 
measure represented a view that counties 
should be guided to make use of atncultural land 
as a resource "rather than as a commodity." 
White expressed his concern that there are 
“ 350,000 acres of privately owned land zoned 20 
acres or less planned and zoned for agriculture” 
but which he felt were on their way to 
“ becoming ranchettes."

zoning

widespread years ago and said such zoning 
exists in Santa Ynez Valley "due to wishes of 
that community." 
The county’s agricultural preserve program 
now embraces about 570,000 acres, reported 
Carl Kraemer, secretary of the Agricultural 
Preserve Advisory Committee Much of it is in 
non-prime land, he said. 
This brought the response from Mrs. Nielsen 
that much of the none-prime land was in large 
holdings "distant from threat of urbanization "

$327 million measure, only for humanitarian aid and evacuation. 
Talking to newsmen aboard Air Force One, Ford was asked if he 
still wants Congress to approve the military aid 
“ Well,” he replied, “ it’s still up there; it will depend on the 
circumstances when I get back. ” 
He said South Vietnam is “a very fluid situation

State legislators may vote 
selves 10 per cent raise 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The 
Senate Rules Committee has 
unanimously approved a 10 per 
cent 
pay 
raise 
for 
state 
legislators which 
would 
in­ 
crease their salaries next year 
from 
$21.120 
to 
$23.232 
annually 
The increase, if passed by the 
full legislature and signed into 
law, would make California 
lawmakers the second highest 
salaried in the nation, behind 
New York where legislators 
are paid $23.500 
California legislators addi­ 
tionally receive roughly $5,500 
tax-free a year from their $30-a- 
day expense allowances, plus 
up to $2.700 in an allowance for 
a leased car They also are 
permitted use of state gasoline 
and telephone credit cards. 
The Rules Committee consid­ 
ered the pay raise for five 
minutes at a noon hour meeting 
Wednesday before voting 4-0 to 
send the bill (SB610) to the 
Finance Committee There was 
no opposition voiced. 
The action seemed to ignore 
repeated 
pleas 
from 
Gov. 
Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. for 
sacrifice and belt tightening 
during a period of general 
economic woe. 
Senate President Pro Tern 
James R Mills, D-San Diego, 
who is carrying the bill on 
behalf 
of 
the 
committee, 
argued briefly that legislative 
salaries have not kept pace 
with the cost of living, nor with 
pay increases voted for other 


state workers 
Intense 
publicity 
over 
legislative 
emoluments 
was 
clear in the gingerly treatment 
given the bill Instead of being 
authored by a single senator as 
is usual, it was introduced by 
the Rules Committee itself. 
The 
committee s 
ranking 
Republican, Sen Robert Stev­ 
ens of Los Angeles, worried 
aloud that senators might be 
accused of “ slickenng out" the 
bill since “ it’s three minutes 
after 12 and people might not 
be able to get here because 
they ’re on their lunch hour ”

advance “ If we feel need for 
any further deliberation or soul 
searching we can do it as the

The hearing, in contrast to 
furors raised at other legisla­ 
tive meetings over pay raise 
bills, was calm It was attended 
by only by six spectators and a 
handful of newsmen, and no one

The proposed salary increase 
would take effect in December

The 10 per cent rate for the

slayer.

further check, he said, led him 
to 
believe 
Zodiac 
also 
murdered 
women 
in 
Utah, 
Washington and Colorado 


O ne 
of 
S t r i e p e k e ’s 
detectives, 
Erwin 
Calstedt, 
said the killer may be choosing 
murder sites to trace out a 
giant “ Z” across the Western 
United States. 


Striepeke and Cardlstedt said 
they developed their theory 
after studying the deaths of six 
girls killed in Sonoma County 
over a period of two years and 
a Seattle case in which the 
remains of seven young women 
were found.

Sheriff’s Sgt. Riley B. Cannon 
said he accepted at least part of 
Striepeke’s theory. “ It’s very 
possible our cases could have 
been committed by the same 
person or persons as Sono- 
m a’s,” he said.

C arlstedt 
proposed

theory that the killer may be

Vail, Colo. Carlstedt said he 
planned to go to the Colorado 
cities of Grand Junction, Vail 
and Aspen and to Santa Fe, 
N.M., to investigate further 
similar killings. 


He said if the “Z” theory is 
correct, the killer’s trail would 
move north from Vail. 


Carlstedt said the witchcraft 
symbol was formed by twigs

Cooking talents

Descriptive names intrigue many people, no less in 
choosing foods for special occasions, than in other ways. 
Today we have selected a number such from the 
cookbook 
assembled 
by 
Vandenberg 
Eha 
Wahca 
Discovery Club Camp Fire Girls. Some of the members’ 
favorite recipes were published last Thursday. 
From Barbara Kulp comes the recipe called: 


North Pole Party Cake 


1 pkg devils food cake mix 


1 pkg fluffy white frosting mix 
V« tsp shortening 


1 oz, unsweetened chocolate 


Bake cake according to package directions, in two 
layer pans, 
8 x2 Vi inches. Prepare frosting mix as 
directed on package. 
Cut layers into halves to make four semi-circles. Put 
halves together with frosting to form an igloo Place 
cake upright on serving plate or tray Frost top and sides 
of igloo. 
Melt chocolate and shortening over low heat. Using 
teaspoon, drizzle melted chocolate on top and sides, in 
parallel crisscross lines to make ice block squares. 
Surround igloo with sprinkling of granulated sugar to 
simulate snow 
From Sue Ann Batema, Westwings school librarian at 
the time, the Camp Fire group were given the recipe for 
two varieties of cookies. The first: 


Do Your Own Thing Cookies 


2 eggs, slightly beaten 


2 tsp baking powder 


1 tsp flavoring 


1 cup cooking oil 


2 cups sugar 
3 cups flour 
Vfe tsp. salt 


Put everything in bowl at once and mix with slotted 
spoon. Roll out and cut with cookie cutter, or drop by 
spoonsful on greased cookie sheet, or spread as a sheet 
cake and cut before cold (after baking.) Use either 
brown or white sugar, any flavoring you wish, any nuts, 
fruits or coconut, even mincemeat if so desired To make 
soft cookies, use 1 cup sugar and 1 cup syrup. 
Bake at 350 degrees until just golden. “ Yummy,” says 
Mrs. Berma, who suggests “ When you are really 
climbing the walls, everything is going wrong. Mom and 
Dad or the other kids are bugging you and you’re ready to 
scream, try this recipe! 
“ First of all, go wash your hands with good, almost hot 
water, and lots of soap, clear up past your elbiows. Go and 
do it. It is important. Now you can start.” 


Aggression Cookies 
3 cups brown sugar 
3 cups butter or margarine 
(or use half of each i 


1 tbsp baking soda 


6 cups oatmeal 
3 cups flour 
Put all this into a huge bowl, and mash, kead and

squeeze it up with your hands (See why they have to be 
so clean?) Then form into balls in size midway between a 
filbert and English walnut Place on ungreased cookie 
sheet. 
Butter the bottom of a small glass, dip it in granulated 
sugar, then mash balls flat. Keep doing this (You need to 
butter the glass only once or twice, but re-dip it in sugar 
for each ball ) 
Bake at & 0 degrees for 1 0 -1 2 minutes. Makes 15 dozen 
thin crisp cookies. They freeze well.

Good chance of state cash 
for Las Cruces Adobe work 


Prospects of obtaining state funds to finance 
the restoration and rehabilitation of the historic 
Las Cruces Adobe north of Gaviota off Highway 
1 appear bright, William Penn Mott, Jr., 
consultant to the director of the California 
Department of Beaches and Parks, revealed 
Sunday afternoon. 
Mott was present for a meeting of the Las 
Cruces Adobe Citizens Advisory Committee 
held at the home of group chairman Mrs. 
Cesarina P. Loustalot in Santa Ynez. 


The former head of the State Department of 
Beaches and Parks noted that Sen. Omer Rains 
(D) of Ventura has introduced legislation to 
provide state funds for the acquisition of a right- 
of-way and for the restoration of the adobe. 
The funds, Mott said, would come from the 
state’s junk car funding account, which he 
declared amounted to about $11 million. Mott 
.said It was his belief that between $800,000 and 
$15 million had been earmarked for the Las 
Cruces Adobe restoration project. 
Mott, 
who 
is destined 
to 
leave 
state 
government about May 15, said that the new 
director of parks and recreation for the state, 
Herbert Rhodes, had indicated an interest in the 
Las Cruces Adobe and would support plans for 
its restoration 
Mott told the committee its initial task is to 
gather as much historical and archeological 
data on the adobe as possible. This material will 


later be sent to the state for review and 
ultimate development of an overall plan. 
He pointed out the necessity to follow the 
“ flow of history’’ concept whereby the primary 
influence in time in the life of the adobe would 
be pinpointed and an interpretation would be 
made of the events associated with the adobe 
before and after that primary era. 
Mott said the bill by Sen. Rains would not only 
take into account the restoration of the adobe, 
but would provide for the establishment of a 
hostel -- part of a planned statewide mission-to- 
mission hiking, biking and equestrian route — at 
the adobe. 
The adobe, now in a crumbling state, is 
believed to have been built about 1850 by Miguel 
Cordero. It was once a part of the 125,000-acre 
Di№Iee-Hollister ranch. 
Through its lifetime it has served as a 
stopover for farmers delivering grain and other 
crops from the Santa Ynez Valley to Gaviota 
Wharf, and at one time it was a combination 
hotel, saloon, stable, blacksmith strap and 
stagecoach depot. 
Following the meeting at the home of Mrs. 
Loustalot, Mott, accompanied by William P. 
Dougherty, manager, Gaviota Area, of the 
Department of Parks and Recreation, joined 
committee members in attending the open 
house marking the dedication of the new 
building of the Santa Ynez Valley Historical 
Society in Santa Ynez.

Nixon said he “ is about 75 to 
80 per cent recovered" from 
the phlebitis and complications 
that hospitalized him twice and 
brought on surgery last fall, 
she said. 
“ I’m feeling fine," Nixon 


said. 
“ Luckily

affect the brain. Mentally I’m 
okay” 
Miss Granville was among 28 
guests at a reception in Palm 
Springs, Calif., at the home of 
W a l t e r 
A n n e n b e r g , 
ambassador to G reat Britain 
under Nixon, held in connection 
with Nixon’s agreement to give 
some of his presidential papers 
to u s e for a Nixon Library. 
Nixon “smiled when he said

For the Celtics’ first several 
years, 
the

Garden 
considered itself snooty when it 
came 
to 
the 
upstart

basketballers. So this would-be 
national tradition, the Celtics, 
had to play second fiddle to 
rodeos, 
ice 
shows, 
rasslin’ 
matches, 
jitterbug contests, 
bike races and the like. And 
from 1946 to the early 1950s the 
Celts played many of their 
games in the old Boston Arena. 
In 1946, on opening day of the 
new season, the new league and 
the new team, a strange Celtic 
forward named Chuck Connors 
tried to dunk the ball before the 


game and cracked the glass 
backboard A rescue party was 
hastily 
dispatched 
to 
the 
Garden, 
where 
backboards 
were stored. 
A rodeo was on, and the 
backboards were located in the 
rear of the bull ring containing 
a horde of Brahma bulls The 
basketball contingent halted in 
its tracks. A pair of drunken 
cowboys were solicited and 
they staggered right past the 
pawing bulls and dragged the 
backboards out. 
(Such raw 
courage apparently 
inspired 
Chuck Connors, who later went 
to Hollywood to become a 
cowboy himself.) 
Legend has it that there were 
always loaded cowboys left 
over from 
the 
rodeo. 
The 
rodeos ended shortly after a 
famous cowboy was warbling 
his theme song, which was to 
end with a girl partner riding in 
to join him. She galloped in, but 
slipped and fell getting off the 
horse The besotted singer bent 
to pick her up but fell on her. 
She wound up picking him up 


He managed to finish the song, 
and with his final big gesture 
he accidentally knocked off his 
cowboy hat 
Nearly one hundred monkeys 
once escaped here from the 
circus, and it took weeks to 
capture them The circus left 
with 
some 
remaining. 
The 
wrestling 
crowd 
thought 
nothing of monkeys walking 
along the ceiling, since they 
had 
seen 
Sullivan 
the 
Steelworker 
walk a 
16-inch 
beam wearing galoshes one 
night during the matches The 
fans just thought it part of the 
evening's festivities, until the 
fire department showed up 
Midget auto racing was killed 
in the Garden when the cars 
kept falling into holes m the 
cheap track 
There was a 
reluctance to continue the ski- 
jumping shows after one skier 
nearly was buried in the hay 
that she hit after the jump And 
the police wish to eliminate 
rock concerts because, after 
three hours of foreign smoke, 
even 
the 
electricians 
and 
vendors and cops themselves 
are in a state of flotation. 
As for the Celtics’ winning 
tradition, well, they were a 
pretty rotten lot for the first 10 
years, 
until 
Russell 
joined 
them. It has taken fans here a 
long time to get over that The 
Celtics now draw about 13,000 a 
game, and until a year ago they 
rarely averaged more than half 
that. 
It wasn’t until last season 
that the Boston fans really 
began to see past the dirt of the 
Garden 
and appreciate the 
Celtic tradition. Some of the 
players, though, still haven’t 
caught up 
This season, for 
instance, the Celtics had a 
rookie named Bennie Clyde 
who had a neon opinion of 
himself 
At the end of one 
runaway game in midseason, 
coach 
Tommy 
Heinsohn 
summoned Clyde to go in the 
game. Clyde looked at the clock 
and then disdainfully back at 
Heinshohn and said, “I don’t go 
into no game with only one 
minute to play.” 
This was considered a very 
un-Bostonly thing to do. So he 
was kicked off the team. This 
meant, of course, that the next 
day Bennie Clyde, with head 
hung low, had to hand in his 
Boston Celtic soot 
Ernie D's next challenge 
same as last: prove self

around But the puffers puff on 


New signals go up especially 
concerning women and teen­ 
agers Medical sources say that 
women more than ever before 
are dying suddenly from heart 
attacks, contracting lung can­ 
cer. and developing respiratory 
disease. 


Authorities tie the increases 
directly to the fact that more 
women are smoking 


Among the teens, about one 
million start smoking each 
year and the rate among teen 
age girls is faster than that of 
teen boys, says the American 
Lung Association. 


Even pre-teens are taking to 
the habit and the association’s 
Oklahoma 
branch 
has 
an 
educational program aimed at 
preventing 
the 
early 
aged 
habitue. 


Helen Jones, association spo­ 
kesman, says that the increase 
among women is in part due to 
the new ‘‘climate of accep­ 
tability. It’s changed dramati­ 
cally. Until recently, this group 
had to resist cultural press­ 
ures ” 


“The rates among women of 
heart 
disease, 
emphysema, 
lung cancer, bronchitis and 
hypertension 
all 
are 
in­ 
creasing,” she said. “ One of 
the worst things is that it may 
take years for the thing to 
become the disease.”

Association says that although

cigarette 
smoking causes heart disease, 
the evidence is that the heart 
attack rate of heavy smokers is 
two or three times as high as 
that of nonsmokers.

As for teens. Miss Jones cited 
a study of the U. S. National 
Clearing House for Smoking

In 1968, the proportion of girl 
smokers was 8 4 per cent to the 
boys’ 147. By 1974, the girls 
had about caught up —15.3 per 
cent of them smoking, com­ 
pared with 15 8 per cent of the 
boys. The sharpest increase 
was among girls 13-15 years. 
Another view of the woman 
smoker comes from the staff of

publication says that women 
run the risk of harming their 
children if they smoke during 
pregnancy.

The center of the conflict just ahead in 
Congress is the B-i manned bomber. 
Pentagon estimates put the cost for the 
full program of 244 B-ls at $18 billion 
plus 
Knowledgeable outsiders put it 
closer to $53 billion 
when all the 
weaponry and a new tanker fleet plus 
operational costs are included. 
Lobbyists for the prim e contractor. 
Rockwell International of Palm Dale. 
Calif., have swarmed over the Capitol 
with 
high-pressure 
salesm anship 
supplemented 
by 
elaborate 
charts 
showing how many jobs would be lost in 
at least five states if the opposition 
succeeds in cutting back or even killing 
the program entirely. 
With the opposition in Senate and 
House insisting that bombers, even 
bombers flying at twice the speed of 
sound, are obsolete since they would 
arrive at a war five hours after it was 
over, the job argument is heavily relied 
on 
Intercontinental ballistic missiles 
would have been there before the B-ls 
could drop a bomb or fire a cannon 
In the present state of the economy 
the guns-or-jobs choice puts the debate 
over these fantastic new weapons with 
their fantastic price tags in a new 
context. 
The Marxist thesis is that capitalism 
can only survive through wars or in 
preparation for war. Karl Marx, that 
gloomy philosopher who spent so much 
of his life raking over history in the 
British Museum, could hardly have 
envisioned the B-l and the new Trident 
submarine. 
But if these new weapons are not in 
preparation for an eventual war — to 
keep the peace is the Pentagon rationale 
— then they are the most costly museum 
pieces the mind of man could devise. 


The issue to be fought out is whether, 
in refutation of the Marxist thesis, the 
huge sums to be spent on the new 
weapons, which are overkill by many 
times, could not be transferred to needy 
public enterprises producing far more 
employment. 
According to the Rockwell charts, the 
B-l will create 192,000 jobs at the peak of 
production. 
This 
includes 
persons 
directly 
employed 
in 
building 
the 
bomber and the butcher and the baker, 
as Rockwell puts it, in support of those 
on the assembly line. 
But the Bureau of Labor Statistics has 
developed estimates to show that other 
form s 
of 
p u b lic ly 
su p p o rte d 
employment can produce a higher ratio 
of jobs. The Bureau’s estim ate is that $1 
billion 
spent 
on 
private 
defense 
contracts creates 51,952 jobs. For public 
housing and VA health care, to take two 
examples, the estim ates are 60,126 and 
88,955 
If the figure for the current fiscal year 
is included, the Pentagon has already 
spent $2 billion-plus on the B-l. For the 
next fiscal year a total of $749 million is 
sought, of which $672 million is research 
and development and $77 million a start 
on building the first plane. For 1977, 
Secretary of Defense Jam es Schlesinger 
has indicated the request will be $1.65 
billion. 
Rep Les Aspin, D-Wis., one of the 
most hard-hitting critics of the defense 
budget, has called the B-l bomber a 
flying pork barrel At the end of his 
address on the state of the world, 
President Ford gave it as his considered 
judgment that any significant reduction 
or revision of the defense budget would 
endanger our national security and thus 
jeopardize the peace 
For the Air Force the new manned 
bomber is the continuing promise of the 
wild blue yonder There is no surrender 
to the technology of the ICBM that can 
deliver total destruction in 20 minutes. 
Nor does it m atter that the Soviet 
Union 
has virtually 
abandoned the 
bomber as a strategic weapon with a 
bomber force all but obsolescent These 
changes will be rung in infinite variety 
in the debate over whether to go ahead 
with this newest piece of wizardry.

Great blunders 


All the way back in the plane to 
Washington that night I poured over the 
Sunday papers, mostly British. One of 
those sudden journalistic trips whisked 
me to France to watch the American 
experience from abroad Then Sunday 
morning before return I went to a soul- 
lifting service at Notre Dame, Paris, 
and came out to find six Vietnamese, 
with yellow posters at the front asking 
alms — “ Secours Vietnam.” They are 
doing it today all over Europe. A gray, 
grated police van chivvied them away; 
oui, they had a permit, but it was not 
appropriate before the great church. 
Behind, on the Seine, is the most 
tragic park in the world, the Park of the 
Deportation. You walk down a steep, 
narrow flight of cement stairs open to 
the sky to where the Seine rolls past and 
through a prison-like grating look into a 
long, dimly lit cell that goes almost out 
of sight lined from floor to roof with 
stamp size name plates. In the silent 
inclosure, in a kind of cuneiform script 
are 
nam es, 
Auschwitz, 
Dachau, 
Buchenwald. 
The 
inscription 
reads. 
“ 1940 - Aux Deux Cent Mille (211,000) 
Morts Dans Les Camps.” Yes, they 
were taken out of Paris out of homes, 
like 
cattle, 
to 
clean, 
efficient, 
methodical gas chambers. 
To my surprise, 
I found mvself 
suddenly crying and grinding my teeth. 
First the heart-raising choir in the 
ancient cathedral telling of what man 
might be and then, suddenly this, telling 
what man is. I hated the maniac Hitler 
crew; 
I 
could 
never 
forgive 
the 
Germans. But other nations have lost 
their senses, too; was this not the land of 
the guillotine? And then, of course, 
I thought of Vietnam 


It 
was 
not 
wickedness; 
it 
was 
stupidity. Five years ago, April 30, 1970, 
an American president on television told 
the nation that, even as he spoke, US 
troops were driving into “ the key 
control center” of Cambodia in an 
incursion - “ the headquarters for the 
entire Communist military operation in 
South 
Vietnam ” 
The 
tone 
was 
apocalyptic: 
‘‘I 
shall 
m eet 
my 
responsibility as commander-in-chief of 
our armed forces to take the action I 
consider necessary.” If we failed to act, 
he said, “credibility of the United States 
would be destroyed in every area of the 
world where only the power of the 
United States deters aggression.” It was 
a world of menace, he told the doubtful 
nation, citing student antiwar protest: 
“ Even here in the United States great 
universities are being systematically 
destroyed.” Yes, he said, if when the 
chips are down and the “world’s most 
powerful nation . . . acts like a pitiful, 
h e lp le ss 
g ia n t, 
the 
fo rce s 
of 
totalitarianism 
and 
anarchy 
will 
threaten 
free 
nations 
and 
free 
institutions throughout the world.” He 
would not, he added, “ see this nation 
accept the first defeat in its proud 190- 
year history.” 
So of course more protests followed; 
four Kent State University students 
were shot; dissension soared. But once 
more reporting to the nation a month 
later the President called the incursion 
“ the most successful operation of the 
long and difficult w ar.” History, he said, 
would bear him out. 
And Cambodia now? It would be 
dram atic 
if 
one 
of 
the 
networks 
repeated the Nixon speech on its fifth 
anniversary next week.

Erratic leadership 


WASHINGTON - 
(NEA) - The 
present debacle in South Vietnam is, in 
considerable measure, a story of the 
indecisiveness and self doubts of one 
man. 
President Thieu cannot make up his 
mmd. He says yes one day, no the next 
and then maybe. Or goes back to his 
original stand, then comes back a few 
day later and cancels everything out. 
This 
has 
always 
been so, at least since 
Americans 
became 
involved 
as Vietna­ 
mese 
adviers, 
thus 
privy 
to 
“ insider” 
m e e t i n g s 
a nd 
decisions. 
F riends 
close to Thieu as a 
general years ago, and 
others who have know 
him 
intimately 
as 
president, 
tell 
the 
same story. 
When the pace is slow, Thieu’s zigs 
and zags usually cause no traum atic 
tragedies. Compromises are worked 
out, decisions eventually made and 
something gets done. 
But these, obviously, are not ordinary 
times. Saigon will collapse unless Thieu 
gets hold of himself — or some strong- 
willed leader takes over. 
Thieu made his withdrawal decisions 
privately, canceled them once, then 
resumed them. Commanders in the field 
and junior officers in scattered units did 
not know what to do. Neither, of course, 
did the sergeants of privates. So they 
panicked. It was every man for himself. 
The South Vietnamese arm y is not 
strong on indoctrination. It depends 
rather on leadership. When officers are 
uncertain or doubtful about what to do, 
the troops go to pieces. When generals 
are indecisive, many officers flunk out. 
The past two years have set a pattern. 
When Thieu has issued orders to stand 
fast, the best of the South Vietnamese 
units held against strong odds. They 
gave ground grudgingly — and made 
North Vietnamese units pay a heavy 
price for every acre of land occupied. 
But every time there was uncertainty 
at the top, that is in Thieu’s presidential 
palace, the units collapsed — the same 
units which had fought so gallantly in 
other battles under the same generals. 
Take the excursion into Laos several 
years back, an attack aimed at cutting 
key sections of the Ho Chi Minh trails. 
The advance was excellently executed 
The South Vietnamese showed up very 
well indeed. 
But 
success 
brought 
an 
indue 
extension of the lines. More units were 
needed if the operation was to meet its 
objectives 
Stripping other areas of 


troops involved taking risks and there 
was the danger, of course, that the 
whole column could be trapped. Thieu 
lapsed into one of his indecisive periods. 
He couldn’t make up his mind whether 
to commit more infantry or not. This 
bought time for the North V letnamese to 
bring more of their own troops into play. 
Having thus increased the risks, Thieu 
half made up his mind. He decided to 
take no more chances, leave the door 
open for retreat but make no plans foi 
orderly withdrawal. As in the present 
instance, there had been no preparation. 
Commanders did not know what to do 
Junior officers most certainly did not. 
TrooDS caught the fever and panicked. 
The return to Vietnam became a rout. 
What 
had 
started 
as 
a 
brilliant 
maneuver and bravely fought, ended as 
a tragic failure. 
Yet in a series of battles after that 
debacle, some of the same troops, 
firmly 
directed 
from 
Saigon 
and 
strongly led, died in place without 
retreating, battling for every house in 
every block 
Withdrawals or retreats are highly 
com plicated 
m ilitary 
m aneuvers, 
wherein every commander and officer 
must know precisely what he is to do at 
each step along the way. There is 
nothing more demoralizing if junior 
officers and troops think of the action as 
retreat without a fight. Disaster is 
inevitable unless officers are there with 
both feet bucking up their men.

McCarthy moves

European 
newspapers 
treat 
the 
Vietnam debacle cooly; front pages tell 
the story; inside analyze America’s 
reaction. They cannot quite make the 
latter out. They never can quite make 
out America’s quaint 18th century 
government that pits White House 
against Congress. Like Nixon five years 
ago, Ford and Kissinger and now 
Rockefeller are trying to shock us again 
with alarm over what foreigners will 
think It is called “linkage.” An AP 
story quotes the vice president on his 
flight to Taipei saying that "the rest of 
the world, allies and adversaries alike, 
are watching the US because of the 
tragedy in Indochina Tragically it has 
weakened their confidence and reliance 
on the United States.” 
But Europeans have seen wars lost 
before , it is what the US does now that 
they watch and weigh. Russia so far 
seems relatively mild. It is Ford and 
Kissinger who provoke bitterness by 
implying that but for the refusal of 
Congress to grant more aid, 55.000 lives 
and untold treasure would not have been 
lost in vain. Europeans wonder at the 
President, at least I find the London 
Sunday 
Times, 
a 
pillar 
of 
the 
establishment, commenting that “his 
personal response to the rout has 
revealed a politician and a man of 
depressing inadequacy.” 
Former chancellor Willy Brandt came 
to 
Washington 
recently 
almost 
expressly, it seemed, to say that there 
had been no reduction of “the credit of 
the US among West Europeans.” They 
have not lost confidence in us; have we 
lost confidence in ourselves? 
Many fear isolationism. But does a 
driver who has had a crack-up give up 
driving, or simply drive more carefully? 
The real 
1918 isolationists, 
Borah, 
Smoot, Lodge, Hiram Johnson kept the 
US out of the League because they hated 
Wilson, a broken president. But today 
most 
congressmen 
genuinely 
like 
President Ford. Here again take the 
evidence of an old Washington hand, I 
am surprised that the bitterness is so 
diluted Fate picked Ford to speak the 
epilogue of one of the greatest blunders 
of our history. There is a good deal of 
sympathy for him. 
The speed of air travel made it 
possible for me to watch Dr. Kissinger 
make his appeal for more funds before 
the Appropriations committee. In a low, 
mellow voice with a dramatic rise and 
fall, he showed brilliant adeptness in 
answering questioners. He didn’t raise 
hackles. But alas, his credibility is more 
and more in doubt. Washington in the 
latest incident uncomfortably moves to 
the opinion that, despite denials, he gave 
president Thieu tacit assurances of 
support, to persuade him to sign the 
January 1973 peace agreement. 
“Probably the only people who have 
the historical sense of inevitable victory 
are Americans,” said the late Denis 
Brogan. That was before Vietnam. 
America never lost a war, we said. That 
was before Vietnam. Our mission is 
universal, we said. Before Vietnam. 
Given a chance, we believed, any nation 
would spring to accept our goals and 
ideals. 
Before 
Vietnam. 
In 
short, 
watching the long tragedy in living color 
has been a chastening experience but 
the act of bravery is to face up to it. I 
see no loss of nerve in Washington; only 
a great sadness and maybe the dawn of a 
new maturity - a coming of age.

Here is some startling, but 
good news, from the State 
Legislature.

McCarthy has disclosed he 
anticipates a million dollar 
cut in the Assembly budget for 
the period of January to June. 
The bulk of this will come 
from

reductions. 
He 
further projects a $1.5 million 
savings in the next fiscal year 
but is of the opinion that more 
than half of that will be eaten 
up 
by 
cost 
of 
living 
adjustm ents 
in 
employe 
salaries. 
The news is unusual 
in 
nature. It is seldom that we 
hear of reductions in staff 
aides to legislators. 
But staff is not the only area 
that McCarthy has his sights 
on. He apparently has put a lid 


on expansion of committees. 
By so doing he has effectively

the 
excuses 
for 
absenteeism 
and 
proxy 
voting. 
The 
Assembly 
employs 
more than 600 persons while 
the total legislative employes 
number over 1,500. With a 
budget of $20 million for the 
Assembly, 
there 
is ample 
room for more reductions. 
McCarthy cannot make his 
reductions 
or 
desirable 
changes along. He holds office 
at the sufferance of the other 
members. 
Forty-one 
votes 
can 
unseat 
him 
anytime 
d i s s e n s i o n 
b e c o m e s 
widespread. 
McCarthy therefore needs 
the 
support 
of 
other 
legislators and we certainly 
hope he can pick it up.

Hello, world 


Writing for a newspaper has at least 
one thing in common with radio and 
television, one is never quite sure if 
there’s anyone “out there.” Some of 
that uncertainty is dispelled for the 
journalist at any rate, when readers 
write letters to the editor or when they 
pick up the phone and call. 
There 
were 
two 
manifestations of that 
sort in recent days. 
Now, 
mind you 
it 
doesn’t really matter 
initially whether the 
reader is tearing you 
to shreds or tossing 
some 
kudos 
or 
simply just comment­ 
ing in a general way. 


First, a letter to the editor. A woman 
wrote to reaffirm her concern for the 
lack of bicycle law instruction for 
secondary students, a fact of life that 
became the basis for a story covering 
the experience of her sons. It doesn’t 
matter that it appeared initially that she 
hadn’t read my story in the Record very 
carefully. The points she says she really 
intended to make were precisely the 
points made in the story. The important 
thing is that we must run a tight ship so 
to speak when it comes to such a vital 
function as bicycle safety. And the letter 
writer, the mother of the two boys who 
were initially fined for some bicycle 
infractions, is to be commended. If it 
hadn’t been for her courage, none of us 
would have been aware of the problem. 


I’m told that Agent Bud Trimble who 
serves as the youth services officer for 
the City of Lompoc and Lompoc Police 
Department, 
is 
preparing 
an 
instructional 
program designed for 
secondary students. It should be noted 
that Trimble does the best he can with 
the time and the means at his command 
and that the absence of a program of 


instruction at the secondary school level 
isn’t anyone’s fault in particular. 
It would seem that the situation is 
about to be corrected. 
Bicycle laws are another matter. I'm 
in agreement with those who say it’s 
essentially the function of a parent to 
instruct his offspring in the proper mode 
of riding a bicycle. On the other hand, it 
may be that the laws are too formal and 
too limiting, so much so as to be difficult 
to 
follow 
or 
to 
enforce. 
I 
also 
sympathize with the parent who thinks 
there should be some formal instruction 
for older children as a prerequisite to 
licensing. A casual check during the past 
couple of weeks reveals that most 
bicycle riders violate basic rules for 
signaling, for example and often ride on 
the wrong side of the street. 
In a chat with Barry Gustafson, 
director of public works and the city’s 
traffic engineer, I learned that one 
community uses “yield” signs in place 
of some of the boulevard stop signs. This 
permits a bicycle rider to “yield” to 
opposing 
traffic 
or 
to 
proceed, 
whichever is called for. 
The other manifestation I spoke of 
came in the form of a telephone call 
from Farley Beckett. Beckett is a safety 
engineer with long association with the 
commonweal. He has put on a few 
years, so to speak, and wanted me to 
know that he grew up with Mail Pouch 
Tobacco signs on bams and fences. He 
was referring to a Graphs column that 
told about new additions to the city’s 
property nuisance ordinance. He spoke 
of the old Burma Shave signs along the 
highways that motorists used to enjoy as 
he recalls until cars began to travel so 
fast, the signs became a hazard. 
Becket also recalled seeing signs 
advertising 
“Dr. 
Pierce’s 
Golden 
Medical Discovery,” and others. He 
spoke 
nostalgically, 
all 
the 
while 
conceding that all that is in the past.

Barnloft Becomes Charming 
"Room for all Reasons 


A T T H E 


N ew living space in a 
previously unused barn loft 
was the result of this re­ 
modeling project planned 
by designer Gary Roeberg. 


Mr. Roeberg doesn’t let 
eclecticism stand in the way 
of a personal statement. 
Here, he wraps it all to­ 
gether in the loft, a dynam­ 
ic environment that you 
live in for six months while 
still making new discov­ 
eries about the room every 
day. It serves a variety of 
uses. It s a room for enter­ 
taining. Its also a home 
office, or an offiee-in-the- 
barn, il you will. 


Principal 
unifying 
ele­ 
ment ( there is on e!) is tin* 
strip of Lees carpet that 
runs the length of the thir­ 
ty-foot loft. This is “En­ 
chantress", a thick, highly- 
textured body shag in a 
soft off-white that Lees de­ 
signer Robin McRae calls 
“gardenia”. 


Mr. Roeberg cut the car­ 
pet into diamonds six feet 
square and had it sewn to 
mylar-covered carpet pad­ 
ding. This adds a large- 
scale geometric element to 
the loft and also brings 
with 
it a suggestion of 
order. 


“Body shags lend them ­ 
selves to special effects like 
this, Mr. McRae said. “The 
high pile and rough surface 
texture hide seams. Body 
shags have the built-in res­ 
ilience, too, that enables 
them to stand up to un­ 
usually hard use by families 
with lots of children or fam­ 
ilies that entertain a lot.” 


Enchantress” is a carpet 
newly developed to take 


n 


advantage of an important 
improvement in polyester 
fiber. The new polyester 
staple, which is what the 
manufacturer 
selects 
to 
spin into yarn for this new 
carpet, has an increased 
crimp-per-inch index. This 
makes the basic fiber more 
resilient. On top of that, 
the 
manufacturer 
twists 
and plies its polyester yarns 
under conditions of heat 
and pressure, making im­ 
proved re silie nce a perman­ 
ent attribute of the carpet. 


Enchantress 
comes in 
19 colors, including such 
tasty accents as coffee bean, 
Greek honey, olive, lettuce, 
and persimmon. The Carpet 
costs about $1 1.95 a square 
yard in stores, Mr. Roeberg 
used 40 square yards in his 
project pictured here.

Ease of cleaning is an ­ 
other factor in solid vimTs 
favor. Sudsy water will re­ 
store its bright finish quick­ 
ly*. Abrasive cleaners can 
be used to remove stains

I4 rom the budget stand­ 
point, you’ll be happy to 
hear that you can feed a 
family of two adults and 
two pre-teen children three 
vacation meals plus an after­ 
noon snack for just five dol­ 
lars a day. Use the menu 
which follows as a planning 
guide. 
These 
meals 
are 
planned not just to save 
money and taste good but 
also to follow the Federal 
food and Drug Administra­ 
tion’s Recommended Daily 
Allowances of all nutrients. 
When your family is phys­ 
ically active, their nutrition 
is even more important than 
ever. 


Don’t think groceries will 
be cheaper when purchased 
close to your campsite. The 
opposite is more likely true. 
Plan to purchase all staples 
needed for the vacation at 
your 
regular 
supermarket 
and take them with you. 
Take enough canned goods 
for all meals, in case fresh 
fish elude the mighty fisher­ 
men of the family. 
For thirsty campers or de­ 
licious recipes, a tim e-an d - 
space-saver such as Carna­ 
tion instant non-fat dry milk 
packs easily, stores well and 
is a great help. In its air­ 
tight packets, the dry milk 
can’t go sour, liquefies in­

when 
stirred 
into 


cold water. 


If you don’t want the 
bother of building a camp 
fire every time you cook, 
look into the efficient out­ 
door cooking units sold at 
camping equipment stores.

A brand new 
item is the Zip Stove, power­ 
ed by a single flashlight bat­ 
tery. This battery operates a 
small fan situated under a 
receptacle for briquets or 
wood. Light your fuel with 
lighted 
fluid, 
and 
stand 
back! The fan action turns 
this small heating unit into 
a torch, providing plenty of 
heat to cook the family din­ 
ner easily. Each of these 
stoves retails for about twen­ 
ty dollars. 


T o conserve energy, in­ 
cluding the cook’s, it’s a 
good idea to plan as many 
one-pot dinners as possible. 
The following 
recipe 
for 
Hash and Eggs Florentine 
does use two cooking pans, 
but not simultaneously; thus, 
it can be cooked over a 
single heating unit such as 
the Storm Kitchen or Zip 
Stove. Carnation instant non­ 
fat dry milk, Carnation In­ 
stant Breakfast and Conta- 
dina sliced baby tomatoes 
are featured in the menus.

Combine butter, flour, salt 
and pepper in small sauce­ 
pan.

Add cheese and stir until 
melted. Heat corned beef in

skillet until hot, stirring 
occasionally. Smooth out and 
spread spinach over hash. 
Make 4 wells in spinach and 
hash. Br^ak an egg into each 
well. Sprinkle with salt and 
pepper. Pour cheese sauce 
over eggs and spinach. Cov­ 
er and cook over low heat 
15-20 minutes or until eggs 
are done. Let stand 5 min­ 
utes before serving. 
* 10-ounce package drained 
cooked frozen chopped spin- 
ach may he used in place of 
canned spinach.
